Wo  have  not  innd<>  (lerminatiou  test  of  any  of  the  wci>(!  a>.el;-  .  i.uinerated  to 
(leteriuine  whether  they  are  vital.  We  have,  however.  enunu?ratevi  r)ni,v  those  wi-ed 
seeds  wliiih  were  found  to  bo  fully  matured  and  in  i.  '^'t  condlt..  ;  tht^se  we  have 
a~siimi'd  to  he  vital. 

Nature  ha.s  i>rovided  ir.ost  kinds  of  noxiou.s  weeil  s.-eds  with  a  hard  or  mucil- 
agenous  seed  coat  by  which  the  prerni  may  he  protected,  even  thoujrh  the  seed  may  he 
exi)os(Hl  to  the  best  i)os3ible  conditions  for  perniiiiation ;  such  weed  si^eds  do  not  lend 
themselves  readily  to   artificial   nietluKls  for  determining  their  perceiitapc  vitality. 

From  research  work  that  has  l>eeu  done  in  our  .seed  laboratory  and  elsewhere, 
however,  we  have  (food  reason  to  iM'lieve  that  there  are  excrediuply  few  fully  matured 
and  uninjured  seeds  of  plants  that  can  properly  he  I'haracterized  as  noxious  weeds 
that  are  not  capable  of  gorminatinR.  The  fact  that  they  cannot  be  forced  to  ger- 
uiinate  until  nature  has  prepared  them  for  such  is  the  principal  factor  that  brings 
theiu  within  the  category  of  noxious  weeds  and  makes  them  s,,  troublesome  to  farmers.

The  Sec<l  Control  Act  (1-2  (icorno  :.,  Chai).  2:!)  of  1011,  a-  int.ri.reted  under 
Order  in  Council  under  section  2,  is  as  follows: — 

The  n-.iixinium  proportion  of  no.xious  wop<1s  that  may  bo  tolerated  in  any  other 
seeds  without  atfecfin?  their  clmractcr  as  hcinp  free  fruui  the  spe<l-  of  the  said  weeds 
within  the  meaning  df  section  6  of  this  Act,  shall  le  as  follows:— 

(a)  For  seed  of  oats,  barley,  wheat  or  other  ,-eods 'similar  in  size,  one  weed 
seed  in  one  pound  avoirdupois. 

(b)  For  seed  of  tl-ix,  millet  or  other  seeds  similar  in  -ize,  one  weed  set^l  m 
one  ounce  avoirdupois. 

(<•)  For   seed   of   white   clover  and   grasses,   rive  weed   seeds   in   one  ounce 

avoirdupois. 

It  is  to  I e  kept  in  mind  that  these  regulations  apply  to  se.ds  intended  to  be 
applied  directly  to  the  land.  In  tlie  ca-.>  of  cattle  feeds  the  vital  weed  seeds  are 
presumably  applied  to  the  soil  only  after  they  have  passed  through  the  alimentary 
tract  of  the  animals  to  -vhich  they  are  f<'d,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  their 
vitality  will  be  greatly  affected  in  the  processes  of  digestion. 

The  only  experimental  data  available  to  me  directed  to  the  detorn'.ination  of  the 
vitality  of  seeds  which  have  been  fed  to  animals  is  contained  in  a  report  published 
as  Bulletin  No.  V2S  of  the  Maryland  Apricultural  Experiment  Station.  College  Tark, 
Md.,  in  .Tune,  1%!*.  .  „      ■ 

This    valuable    study    of    the    question    is    briefly    presented    m    the    following 

summary : — 

SUMMARY. 

The  al>ovc  residts  were  obtained  through  experinionts  concerning  the  vitality  of 
weed  seeds  under  the  inrtnence  of  their  distribution  by  manure  along  two  different 
lines;  namely,  the  effect  of  fermenting  manure  on  the  vitality  of  weed  seeds  (seeds 
introduced  through  bedding")  and  the  effect  upon  the  vitality  of  weed  seeds  after  pars- 
ing through  the  digestive  chnnnel  of  domestic  animals  (sep<ls  fed  to  animals). 

The  first  part  of  the  experiment  was  accomplished  so  as  to  cover  the  condition 
where  manure  remains  for  six  months  in  a  barnyard,  pound  or  pile.  The  second 
covered  comlitions  where  the  manure  remained  on  piles  for  a  short  while,  as  when 
shippe<l  by  carload  lots  from  cities. 

From  the  above  results  the  following  conclu.<ion=  seem  justified:— 

1st.  When  manure  is  allowed  to  ferir.ent  in  piles  for  0  months  no  dansrcr 
of  distributing  weed  seeds  is  incurred. 

2iul.  When   niainire   is   allowed   to   reuuiiu   in   piles   and   undergoing  parti.al 
fermentation,  little  danger  of  distribution  is  incurred.  _ 

The  second  part  of  the  experiment  which  dealt  with  the  effect  upon  the  vitality 
of  weed  seeds  after  passing  ihrough  the  digfstivr  ch:_;ni:cls  of  domestic  animals  '^n* 
accomplished  so  as  to  bring  abo\it  thr^e  existing  conditions. 

1st.  :Nfanure  haule.l  direct  from  the  -table  to  the  field  as  n  top  dressing  and 
left  there  expo=ed  to  the  wnshinir  of  the  rains. 

•2nd.  Wliere  the  manure  i>  hatded  directly  from  the  -t.nble  to  the  field  where 
it  is  immediately  ploughed  under.

3rcl.  Whire  xhc  .loir.estio  animals  are  alli'Wid  to  run  in  pasture  and  the  drop- 
j.inps  are  ail'iwe.l  to  remain  wliorevcr  tiic-y  elianee  to  fall. 
Fnjm  the  above  tables  in  the  latter  part,  the  following  results  were  obtained:— 

1st.  Where  the  manure  was  hanled  directl,v  from  the  5ta\)le  as  a  top  dressing 
an  averajro  of  only  li'-->  per  cent  uf  the  feds  fed  to  animals  germinated. 

■2r\(\.  Where  the  manure  was  hauled  directly  from  the  stable  upon  the  land 
and  i>loughed  under,  2-3  per  cent  of  the  seeds  fed  to  animals  came  up. 

3rd.  Where  the  droppinps  remained  on  the  pasture  fields  unadulterated  as 
they  fell,  an  average  of  only  :M  per  rent  of  the  seeds  fed  to  animals  terminated. 

I  have  the  folb.winp  expression  .f  upiuion  from  Geo.  IT.  Clark,  Esq.,  Seed  fora- 
raisjioner  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Canada. — 

•'There  has  been  quite  a  large  number  of  samples  of  mill  ifeeds  analysed  in  our 
seed  laboratory  covering  the  period  of  >ix  years,  and  from  the  results  of  this  work 
we  have  formed  tlie  opinion  that  tliu  iiro]i,,prtion  of  whole  wetKl  seeds  contained  in  the 
feeding  stuff  depends  largely  on  the  care  or  lack  of  enre  on  the  part  of  the  manu- 
facturer. 

Wccl  seeds  in  seetl  grain  are  probably  five  times  more  dangerous  to  agriculture 
than  are  weed  seeds  in  mill  fee<ls,  for  the  reason  that  only  a  small  per  cent  of  the  weed 
seeds  fed  to  stock  ultimately  are  put  on  the  land  in  a  viable  condition. 

For  the  present,  I  think  I  cannot  do  more  than  to  express  the  opinion  that  if 
you  were  to  tolerate  five  noxious  weed  seeds  per  pound  of  bran,  shorts  or  chop  feed 
before  you  consider  their  character  affected  as  being  free  from  the  seeds  of  the 
said  weeds  within  the  meaning  of  your  regulations,  then  field  agriciilture  would  be 
as  well  safeguarded  as  it  now  is  under  the  regulations  that  are  applied  for  a  similar 
purpose  under  the  Seed  Control  Act. 

Thii  la^t  suggestion  would  place  the  limit  at  5  vital  seeds  of  noxious  weeds  per 
pound:  and  it  is  proper,  in  its  regard,  to  ifurther  analyse  the  case  of  71  samples  of 
tliis  collection  which  contained  less  than  2.'  weed  seeds  per  pound: —

anil  chop  feeds  as  low  as  suggested  by  the  Seed  Connnissioner.  Tliere  can  be  no 
doubt,  however,  that  when  the  nuniler  exceeds  25  seeds  per  pound,  a  reasonable  limit 
:s  pas-ed.  and  -iieh  samples  n.u-t  be  regarded  ;  ■  adulterated,  on  this  ground  and 
altogether  ap.irt  from  considerations  of  nutritive  value. 

ifany  of  these  contain  notable  amounts  of  protein  and  fat,  and  if  properly 
ground  so  a=  to  destroy  their  vitality  they  might  not  be  objectionable  in  n  feeil  except 
;n  such  species  as  contain  acrid  or  poisonous  \  rineiplcs. 

Complaints  have  frequently  reached  this  offier  to  the  effect  that  animals  refused 
to  eat  certain  feed=,  or  that  ill  effects  have  been  noted  after  feeding. 
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The  subjoiiiiHl  table  gives  details  of  ftf>  ^anipK's  of  fctxU  which  contain  more  than 
25  vital  seeds  per  pound.

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From  the  above  table  it  is  seen  that  62,  perhaps  63,  out  of  tlie  65  samples 
reoort'ed  as  contaiiiiii^  more  than  25  vital  weed  seeds  per  pound  are  of  satisfactory 
value  as  regards  the  nutritive  vnlucs  of  the  feeds.  This  does  not  prevent  them  from 
being  judged  as  adulterated,  providtnt  that  tlie  limit  number  of  25  vital  weed  seeds 
per  pound  bo  held  justifiable.  From  a  study  of  all  the  work  bearing  upon  this  sub- 
ject to  which  I  have  access,  I  am  convinced  that  the  limit  suggested  is  quite  liberal. 

Thirty-seven  samples  are  sold  as  chop,  18  samples  as  bran  and  10  samples  as 
shorts  or  middlings.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  it  unpround  weed  seeds  are  to  be  found 
in  cattle  feeds  they  should  appear  in  chop  or  in  bran.  They  should  not  apparently 
bo  found  in  shorts  or  middlings  because  this  product  is  supposed  to  represent  only 
tlie  result  of  such  fine  grinding  as  should  ensure  the  destruction  of  the  seeds  by 
comn;inution.  It  would  seem  that  whole  weed  seeds  could  only  appear  in  shorts  or 
middling  by  purposeful  addition  of  waste  or  'screenings.' 

It  is  evident  from  this  study  that  purchasers  of  stf^ck  feeds  have  httle  ground 
for  complaint  as  regards  the  i  cding  value  of  these  gooa=. 

On  the  other  hand,  they  contain  very  notable  amounts  of  vital  weed  seeds,  and, 
in  the  light  of  present  knowledge  are  in  mv  opinion  adulterated  when  such  con- 
tamination exceeds  25  seeds  per  pound. 

The  (practice  of  adding  'screenings'  or  'offal'  to  bran,  shorts  and  chop  is  very 
objectionable,  and  unless  the  'screenings'  have  been  ground  so  fine  as  to  destroy  the 
vitality  of  tlit  wood  .=eeds  contained  must  be  held  to  be  a  violation  not  onl.v  of  the 
Adulteration  Act,  but.  in  spirit  at  least,  a  violation  of  the  Seed  Control  Act.
